Mrs. Dingman had one ani- 
mal sick. She gave it arsenic. It got 
well The next day her fine bull showed 
symptoms. She gave him a good dose of 
arsenic and he died in a short time, so 
they have stopped doctoring. While all 
this is going on among native cattle the 
Mississippi steers are fattening and are 
ready forbeef.

A PLAIN TABIFF LESSON. 


Some EeMonB WHy a Poor Man 


Should Vote for Protection. 


New TorJe Af ail and Express 


I met a nch man in Philadelphia the 


other day. He owned a great many 
bonds and mortgagee. Hia revenue was 
large and he was not compelled to labor. 
In polities her always votes for the party 
that belps him most. He is frank and 
honest. When I asked this nch man 
what he thought about reducing the 
tariff he said 
"When I was a poor man, laboring by 


the'day.Iwaefor protection, because it 
made my wages high. Now I am rich. I 
don't labor, and I tell you frankly that I 
don't want labor protected. I don't want 
high priced labor " 
"Then you are for free trade now'" I 


"""Tee, I am. Protection is all right for 
the laboring man, but I don't want it 
myself." 
, 
, 
r,"Can you give me special reasons why 
a rich man does not want protection'" I 


^"Certainly," he said. "Ifwelifld free 
trade, wages would go down and I 
«onld not have to pay such high wages 
to my servants With free trade I could 
get good house girls for two dollars a 
week. In England, where they h-w 
f ee trade, I can get a coachman tor «^ 
ft month. I pty mine $35. Protection 
IB for the poor laboring-man, [ say, not 
for the wealthy, retired man. 


"Why, sir," continued my fnend, "It 


costs me personally 87,000 a) ear to have 
protection in the United States.' 


"How is that'" I asked. 
"In the first place, it is the Inxnripa o£ 


the neb that are taxed My wife bujs 
all her dresses at Worth's in Paris. 1 
pay 40 per cent duty on them-about 
§2 000 a year. My wines, cigars, cham- 
pagnes and Insh and Scotch whiskies 
cost me 60 per cent, more than they 
would with tree trade. These are luxu- 
ries for the nch. There is no duty on 
pork, Sour, potatoes, paint 
or any 


necessity which I used to buy when 1 
was poor. Our diamonds, porcelain, cut 
glass, gloves, silk stockings, velvets and 
laces cost 50 per cent, more with pro- 
tection. When I was a labonng man I 
did not use diamonds and cut glass. Now 
when I am nch, I eat Insh bacon, Swiss 
cheese, Russian cavaire, French pate de 
foie gras, English Albert crackers, West- 
phalia hams, Scotch oatmeal and marma- 
lade, Bologna sausage and dnnk Bava- 
rian beer. They are luxuries and I paj 
a big duty on them. When I was a 
labonng man I escaped these duties. 
The poor man can plow a good furrow or 
lay a good stone wall without diamonds 
or champagne. His wife can make good 
butter or make a good shirt without rich 
laces. His bread, and cheese and meat 
come from America and he gets them 
cheaper than they do in England and 
Germany. The fact is," continued my 
rich friend, "the wealthy live on foreign 
luxuries and p,iy big duties while the 
poor live on substantial Amencan ne- 
cessities which are not taxed. Oje party 
now proposes to take off the tax on to- 
brice-o.thepcornnin'sfiiend 
If I w^re 


poor, I say, as I nsed to be, I'd vote for 
protection on luxunes, but necessities 
should come in free as they do now. In 
a word," continued my fnend, "a man 
wants protection to labor when he 
is poor and stnving to get rich, but when 
he gets nch and IB living on his interest 
moLe'>, then he wants free trade " 


• But there many rich politicians and 


wealthy editors who are continually tell- 
ing our poor laboring men that free 
tr ule will not reduce their wages," I said, 
"ies, and many an ignorant laboring 


m,m will behe\e them, but I say to these 
poor men now tb.it tlie on y difference 
between the pool mechani" in Germany 
who wcrks for 50 cents per day and our 
thriving mechanic who earns $2 a oaj 
in America is the sime protective tariff. 
The nch don't neel protection, but the 
pool laborers do need it and the party 
that protects his labor and keeps up high 
wages is his true fnend. If I were a la- 
boring mun as I once wae, I would de- 
spise the demagogue or bad party which 
reduces my wages and harms my family.

A Scheme of the Druggists. 


An important movement is on foot 


among the druggist ot Illinois, and ie 
expected to materialize somewhere with- 
in the next Biz months. The Chicago 
College of Pharmacy proposes to place 
its institution in the hands of the Illinois 
State Pharmaceutical Association, of 
which Henry Smith, of Decatur, is presi- 
dent, and the offer will probably be ac- 
cepted. The property is worth at least 
820,000. The project contemplates add- 
ing to the curriculum of the college a 
chair of therapeutics and one of physi- 
ology, and also to extend this institution 
to the subject of santitation. Upon this 
curriculum it is proposed that the degree 
of doctor of pharmacy will be awarded to 
the graduates of this institution. When 
preliminaries and several other impor- 
tant steps are perfected, the Pharmaceu- 
tical Association will ask the next legis- 
lature to enact a law defining the limit of 
a druggist's right to prescribe for simple 
ailments, the object being to authorize 
graduates of the institution so reorganiz- 
ed to do what is known as "store prac- 
tice." It is understood that the drug- 
gists' organization considers the law in 
its present state entirely too restrictive, 
and they propose, while increasing the 
opportunities for thorough pharmacepti- 
col instruction, to also liberlaize and en 
large the practice in other respects.

Is there anything m this beauti- 
ful, grand government of ours to prevent it from 
passing into the two last stages- decrepitude 
and ili-atli'.' Thank God, if we but cling to the 
principles of this good work, the Bible, such a 
time v, ill never come in the history of this na- 
tion. With a Bible in the hand of every man, 
ami its principles inculcated into the minds of 
the young—this «ill prevent that day from ever 
coining. A nation, as will as an Individual, is 
subject to these changes, and may it be the 
grand experience of this American nation to 
never come to such an enrt as this. 


Rev. Miller spoke for forty minutes and was 


eloquent in his pictures of civilization down to 
modern times.

St. Paul's 
church, at Rome, will easily contain a crowd 
of 32,000 people standing, and in the hall of 
St. Paul's church, in London, 25,000 can 
stand without crowding. As to the seating 
capacity of t his hall, it will rank perhaps next 
to that of the Mormon tabernacle in Salt 
Lake City, which is the largest buildng in 
capacity in this country, and which will seat 
15,000 people. The immense area of the Pen- 
sion hall grows upon one as he stands within 
it, and when ho considers that each of the 
eight white columns which support the great 
glass roof contains enough brick for two ordi- 
nary city houses, he does not doubt the state- 
ment that the building is the largest brick 
building in America.

One lady does nothing but send back postage 
stamps, for Undo Sam never accepts any- 
thing for return postage. He pays his own 
bills and returns all stamps.
